An Or- 
dcr, without which the whole Fabrick had revolved in- 
to its firft Chaos, for ‘had the Sun been fixt in any one 
Part of the Element, the oppofite part of the Earib liad 
been burnt up, and all the reft frozen, and Confequent- 
ly all the Terreftrial Globe incapacitated for frudifica-

Thus™ve may- often fee an Ix- 
fant very intently obferving whatever new thing is brought 
toit, thereby by degrees treafuring up in it’s Memory 
new Notions and Images of things, and the more of thefe 
it has by comparing ‘em together, it’s thoughts are more 
clear every day than other.

An(w. By deftroyed , ’ fuppofe, is meant annibilated 3 
which tho fome deny can proceed from God who is the 
Author of Being, 1 doubt not but ic may by accident, as 
Su came into the World by his with-holding his influ- 
ence; tho he can‘t be the Efficient Caufe of either: In 
anfwer, if we are to interpret thole Scriptures relating 
to this Cafe in a litteral fenfe., ( which way 1‘m inclined 
to in this and all othcr, when there‘s no neceflity to the 
contrary, ) ‘tis plain, that che Earth fhall not be de- 


-firoyed or .annihilated, becaufe it fhall only be burns 


up, and every one knows that‘s no Annibitaion, What 
then fhall be performed by this burning? The Fire
